A concife INTRODUCTION to the GROUNDS of MUSIC. 

* ■-■■■■■■. . „ 

MUSIC confifts in a fucceffiohof pleafingfounds, and is naturally divided into Melody and.Harmony. Melody is a feries of fingle 
founds. Harmony is the pleating union of two or more fingle founds. Modulation is the art of changing the key or mode, in 
which a piece of mufic is compofed. So long as we preferve the fundamental harmony, without departing from the degrees of the oc- 
tave, the key is (till the fame ; but when we make a cadence in any new key, feme one of the degrees mud be changed from natural to 
(harp or flat. The principal diftin&ions of mufical founds are time and tune ; to the combination of thefe two qualities is chiefly to be af- 
oribed the pleafing and endlcis variety of the mufical art.

ThE notes of'the fcale are feven, diftinguifbed in a certain order by the firft feven letters of the alphabet, A, B, C, D, E, F, G ; and

Singing through the no'fc has a moft difagreeable effect upon the nearer. No one would commit this lault a fecond time, were he made fenflWe of his error. 

Many lingers conceive that they (ing well* when they exert the whole ftreugth of the voice, This precludes all delicacy of tafte and expreflrbn ; and ren* 
tiers the performance at beft but a dnTonant bawling. By tinging within the natural 'com pa fs of the voice, weretain the power of fwetting occaJionully and 
o.f.giving force to -particular pallages; . J» 

Pronouncing difti nelly, and with propriety, is one of the mofteflTential confederations in fining. Great attention, therefore, ought to bepaid to emphaus ; 
tor without it the ideas will be obfeure ; and the defign o"f the nitric hJfl. * 

Words beginning with a vowel ought not to be pronounced, as if they began with a confonant. This is a very comnton fault j and is occafioned by flint- 
ting* inftead of opening the mouth, previdofly to the pronouncing of vowel founds. 

The finger ttiould pay all pa (little attention to what he is performing.' 'Fon^if the hearer have reafon to fufpect the finger to be heedlcfs of the fubject, 
in which he pretends to.be engaged, he will be difgufted both with him and his performance. 

To fing without affectation of any kind, to fall naturally into the pafiion of the fong, and to execute 'it leelingly, without any efforts, but fach as are pro* 
per to the paulon, cannot fail of belbg agreeable to the hearer. 

Care fhouhd be taken -that every note "be founded ; for by omitting the found of one* we may perhaps lofe the force of ft vera! fucceeding notes. 

After the true found of each note is learnt, graces, &c. may claim attention. 

A profound lilence ought to be observed, wherever it is intended by the compofirift, that the conrpofition be not injured ; which -will be the confequencc 
of introducing founds where none were defigned. *. * » » > 

Attention fboiild be paid to all the terms, which are placed over the mufic to direct the performance ; as they greatly affile ex predion ; and will have a 
furprifing effect, if conducted with judgment. . Yet they are feldom obferved ; or if they be, it is in fo negligent a manner, as to produce little, or no effect 
upon the hearer. } *. 

Great care mould be taken in the performance/fhat the 'inner parrs may not predominate, but be fnbfervient to the principal part. 

To perform acceptably f> it is highly necetfkry that the fubjeft,™ the firft place, be thoroughly underftood j then repeated agreeably to the heft rule* of 
pronunciation. Afterward, the nates are to be applied ; ana a'particular attention paid to emphatical words. In fb me 'places, the time ought to -wait forexpref- 
tfon.

Therefore, every- 
inftruclor mould endeavour to a lli (I the judgment of his pupils, by explainiug the nature and defign of rouitc, as adapted to particular fentiments or paf- 
fjuns, that their performances may be executed in a manner adequate to the particularity of the fubjeft. ' 

Above all, let a fui table attention- be- paid to the important truths uttered in- tinging, that the great judge of quick and dead may be praifed witfo reverence, 
and folemnity. ,
